versus BI-METALLISM.

N a recent issue of the Morning 
Post) was published an 
article under the heading 
of “A Flight from the 
Pound,” purporting to portray the

This article waa evidently writ- 
ten from the point of view of what 
would happen in the event of an is-

adequate gold reserve. From this 
point of view the foreeanta it gave 
nas to What-would happen were more 
or less correct, a8 Was very amply 
demonstrated a few years ago In 
Germany, when the value of the 
mark wis allowed to fall wway al- 
most to vanishing point to the 
great loss and distress of ail classea 
in that country. The writer of the 
article rendered a great service In 
thus bringing home the grave re- 
sults which would follow if we are 
driven off the Gold Standard on to 
paper. 

But it seems to me to be certain
